The Applicants appreciates the courtesy of a telephone interview with the Examiner, 



which was held with the undersigned, as Applicants' representative, on April 12, 2007. The 
Applicants' representative initiated a call to the Examiner to inquire about the obviousness rejection 
that was maintained in the Advisory Action mailed on April 2, 2007. The Examiner indicated that 
the amendment made in the last response would be entered for purposes of appeal, because it would 
reduce the issues on appeal. The Applicant discussed how that claim amendment was believed to 
address the outstanding rejection and how it distinguished the disclosures in the reference at issue 
(Kuroita). The case law that has been introduced during prosecution by both the Applicants and the 
Examiner was also discussed as it applies to the instant determination of obviousness. No 
agreement was reached about which case law standards were applicable and no agreement was 
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reached about the allowability of any claims. However, the Examiner offered helpful suggestions 
regarding further evidence that could be provided to support the patentability of the claims, and the 
discussion helped to clarify certain issues regarding how the obviousness standards might be viewed 
and applied in the present context. The Applicants are grateful for the Examiner's time and 
assistance.
